It may be tak 
en as a settled fact, however, that no 
conclusion was reached by the Cabinet 
as the result of co-da meeting, In- 
deed, Mr. Foster admitted this in the 
House, and intimated tnat he would 
probably be in a position to make an 
official announcement to-morrow, Re- 
medial Legislation was not mentioned 
by either Mr, Laurier or Mr, Foster, 
but the general inference was that this 
Was the subject thar beth gentiemen 
had in thelr minds during the brief 
colloquy across the floor, 

Some of the quidnuncs affirm that the 
question discussed by the Cabinet to- 
day was simply as to whether or not 
Remedial Legislation should be brought 
down this session or deferred until 
next year, Your correspondent, how- 
ever, {s ina position to state, from the 
very best sources, that, coupled with 
this particular question, was the na- 
ture of the Remedial Legislation, for 
which the Government might. be re- 
sponsible. It may be that a modified 
form of legislation, such as the passage 
of a bill simply exempting the Catho- 
lies of Manitoba from paying Public 
School taxes, would meet with | the 
views of many of those who object to 
the reintroduction out and out of the 
Separate School system. Thé exemp- 
ton of the Manitobu Catholics from 
Publle School taxes would enable them 
to work out their own educational sal- 
vation ag they pleased. 

A Catholic could elect, as is the case 
in Ontario to-day, whether he should 
support the Public or holle Schools, 
and pay his taxes to the schools of his 
choice. Then the further question 
might arise as to whether any funds 
of the province should be devoted to 
the support of Catholic schoois ; but 
this would be the re-estapiishment of 
the Separate School system, and would 
hot be palatable to many Ontarlo Con- 
servatives who otherwise might vote 
for the simple exemption of Catholics 
from paying Public School taxes, 

It is said that another feature of Re- 
medial Legislation which was discus- 
sed to-day was the repeal of the Mani- 
toba acts of 1890. Under any circum- 
stances there would be grave objec- 
tions to a measure embodying such a 
Provision, as it would be utterly impos- 
sible to carry it into effect, in view of 
the express declaration of the Manitoba 
Government 

It is reported that another matter 
Also discussed was a plan to avoid 
Remedial Legislation altogether, yiz., 
by further negotiation with the Mant 
toba Government, with a view to reacn- 
{ng \a settlement on the basis of com- 
promise. 

Whichever way the Ministry turn it 
{s conceded they are besct with diffi- 
culties. It is reported round the lob- 
bles that some Ministers who are sup- 
porters of Remedial Legislation hola 
that it would not be advisable to bring 
it down this session. They take the

It is thought that Hellman he 
put in for the express purpose of using 
itin the murder of bis family. When the 
dead bodies were found this morning the 
gas was turned on. The body of Hell- 
mau showed evidence of a struggle. He 
firet shut the door and windows, then 
turned onthe gas and laid downto die 
with the family. Hellman was probably 
insane.

Some Frinch statistician has turned 
himself loose on the subject of wasted 
words and letters, The French and Eng- 
lish langueges are, as he proves with 
many figur pecially open. to ecriti- 
cism in this matt and money |) lost 
every year by lack of verbal economy. 
The French language contains 13 per 
cent. of useless letters. There are 6800 
Journals published in the language, and 
they print 108,000,000,000 letters every 
year, so that 14,200,000,000 words are 
printed, not because they are nerded, 
but because they haye come to be ured 
In the French language as it {s spoken. 
The writer computes that $1,988 000 is 
the annual cost of this uSeless expendl- 
ture of printers’ ink in France alone. 

Of journals printed in the Eng!ish 
language, there are 17,000, and they are 
larger, Twelve per cent. of our printed 
letters are skipped over by the tongues 
pronouncing the words, and s0 $7,000,000 
is thrown away. Useless letters, he goes 
on to say, fill up a Jarge amount of 
space on paper, and in this way Is lost 
$15,600,000 among English-speaking peo- 
ple, and $3,600,000 In France, The time 
taken up In writing these useless 
ters, if estimated at $5 a da

Despite the talk of Patrons and press, it 
generally agreed that a second Chamber 
| is necessary, since by its vory presence 
it serves as a check upon hasty or im- 
perfect legislation, 

“Thank God that Canada has a Senate 
Chamber,” exclaimed a prominent mom 
ber of the Commons on one occasion ; and 
tho country docs not know how much of 
reason it has to echo the sentiment, Many 
members of the Lower House even, are 
not fully aware of the careful supervision, 
tho exhaustive analysis, and the keen ex- 
amination, into every detail of every bill, 
and not only into the workings of the bill 
itself, but its possible bearings upon other 
oxisting laws, that goes continually on in 
the Senate, 

It would not be possible for such critical 
and unprojudiced argument to take place 
in tho Commons, ‘There it is for or 
against. There each representative speaks 
for his constituoncy or his party. ‘There it 
is more or less of talking to the galleries, 
And there m the presenco of large. or 

itating issues, measures that appear of 

importance may slip, hooded into 
obscure passing ; that under the leisurely 
stripping of the Sonate, reveal beneath the 
hood, much of possible menace, to the 


pooples rights and liberties. 


The generally acknowledged need of a 
second Chamber in the fedoral Parliament 
is shown in the fact that thero is at present 
no instance of a single chamber with full 
parliamontary powers, in any British 
Colony under responsible government, 
But in some colonies the Senate is elective ; 
in others as in Canada, it is nominated by 
the Crown, 

The question which we have to debate 
in Canada is not whether there shall bea 
Senate, but rather in what way it may best 
fulfil its functions. Whether an elective 
or nominative Chamber be better ; and in 
the latter instance whether the appoint- 
ment shall be for life or fora term of years 
What shall determine » man’s eligibility 
for so honorable an office and under what 
circumstances he shall become ineligible ? 
There are strong arguments in favor of 
both the nominative and elective systems ; 
cach also has its drawbacks. But possibly 
the present method of Crown nomination 
has the greater advantage, since by it the 
Sonate is rendered that entirely indopend- 
ent body, which gives it its peculiar 
strength and offectiveness, 

Dealing with the Senate as it is, there 
is no question but that reforms are needed ; 
but they are of a minor nature. concerning 
rathor the duration and method of appoint- 
ments, than tho functions of the body. it- 
self, or the value of the work nccomplish- 
ed by it.

In the first place I have to remark 
that a great many of our business men 
feel ruinous trinis and temptations 
coming to them from small and limited 
capital in business, It is everywhere 
understood that it takes now three or 
four times 4s much to do business well 
as it once did. 
dollars were turned into goods—the 
merchant would be his own store sweep- 
er, his own salesman, his own book- 
keeper; he would manage all the affairs 
himself, and everything would be net 
profit. Wonderful changes have come; | 
costly apparatus, extensive advertising, 
exorbitant store rent, heavy taxation, 
expensive agencies are only parts of 
the demand made upon our commercial 
men, and when they have found them- 
selves In such circumstances with small 
enpital, they have sometimes been 
tempted to run against the rocks of 
moral and financial destruction, This 
temptation of limited capital has ruln- 
ed men in two ways. Sometimes they 
have shrunk down under the tempta- 
tion, They have ylelded the battle be- 
fore the first shot was fired. At the 
first hard dun they surrendered, Their 
knees knocked together at the fall of 
the auctioncer’s mmer, They blanch- 
ed at the financial peril, They did not 
understand that there is such a thing 
s heroism in merchandise and that | 
there are Waterloos of the counter and 
that ® man can fight no braver battle j 
with the sword than he can fight with 
the yardstick.

A New York Electrician Has Invented a 





Compass That Will Give Warning. 


P. P. O'Brien, a New York clectri- 
clan, has invented a compars which, 
he says, will avert all danger of collis- 
fons at sea, 

“There is one thing connected with 
my invention,” he sald to a New York 
World reporter, “which I cannot make 
public, That is the component parts of 
a“ chemical fluid which fs placed in the 
base of the compass, This fluid, by the 
way, will go a long way towards pro 
ing that In the very near future chem- 
istry will play a very important part 
in the work of utilizing the enormous 
forces of electricity, 

“It is only three years ago that I 
made a recipe, if it may be called such, 
of this fluid. I had known something 
of the action of electricity on certain 
chemicals, and in the course of my 
experiments with my compass I made 
several fluids, all of different strengths. 
One day, with several friends, | went 
to Lake Mahopac to test the compass. 
The affair worked perfectly when the 
contents of one of the bottles was used, 
very badly with others, and again not 
at all with some.

| old. This was with the incisors. Us- 
ing her molars, the same child exertoa 
j a force of sixty-five pounds, The high- 
est record was made by a physician of 
35. The Instrument only registered 
* pounds, and he closed it together with- 
out apparent effort. There was no 
method of determining how far above 
270 pounds he could have gone, This 
test was made with the molars, Sev- 
eral persons exceeded a force of 100 
pounds with the Inclors and 200 with 
the molars. The physical condition or 
the persons experimented upon seem- 
ed to have little bearing upon the re- 
sult, Dr, Black is of the opin'on that 
the condition of the peridents! mem- 
branes is the controlling factor, rather 
than muscular strength, Dr. Black 
found that, in the habitual chewing of 
food, much more force 1s exerted than 
is necessary.

using. It is cruelty to shut fowls up 
in clo quarters, and not to proyide 
them with a dust bath. This seems to 
be the only natural method to which 
they resort to clear themsel The 
fact is patent that the abundance of 
vermin is produced by the restraint 
which man imposes. If the fowls are 
confined in limited space, dust- 
bath provided, and no chance to 
change roosts, they are completely at 
the mercy of both kinds of vermin, 

But it is, nevertheless, true that 
fowls do get lousy, and their owners 
find it out by getting a few or many 
of the vermin on themselves as they 
visit the quarters of their much-abused 
birds to get egg: Then it is that they 
realize that something must be done. 
We have given the best methods for 
those found clinging to the interior of 
the building. It remains to mention 
the means that have been made effect- 
ual in destroying the lice found on the 
bodies of adult fowls, and on the heads 
of young chickens, We enumerate sul- 
phur, carbolic acid, kereftone, grease, 
| and Persian insect powder, The latter 
is a vegetable preparation, Careiess or 
ignorant persons, using carbolic acid 
or grease are Hable, while destroying 
the lice, to injure or kill the patients. If 
the heads of the young ch'cks are in- 
fested with lice, only a little coal oi! 
on the tip of a feather is to be used. 
If it gets into the eyes or mouth it 
may prove fatal. Grease kills lice by 
closing the small apertures through 
which they breathe,- But this remedy 
makes them look unsightly, and it is 
not to be recommended.

Twelve years ago Rev. J W. Tims, &

*wurre Pur’ (A MINOR CUIEY) AND YOUNORST OF Mis 
WIVES, WITH PAroOsie 
the Church Misslonary Society, took 
up his residence among them, He ts a 
skilful carpenter, and his first task 
was to build his own home, Since that 
time he has helped to build many a 
home for his Indian charges, and his 
uso of the big chisels he had with him 
secured for him the name of Big Knife, 
He has endured every hardship and 
deprivation, in which his wife and chil- 
dren have shared, and has until lately 
had a wonderful Influence over, and the 
affection of, the Indians; and now he 
has had to flee for his life to the nelgh- 
boring reserve of the Bloods, 
DEGINNING OF THE TROUBLE, 

The trouble began with sickness of 
a little son of Scraping Hide, a Black- 
foot brave, There is one trait of the 
Indian character that is remarkable, 
when their other characteristics are 
considered, In spite of their hard lives, 
thelr love of bloodshed and the busy 
hand of death amongst them, their 
love for their children {is a perfect 
passion of thelr nature. Scraping 
Hide’s little boy was an inmate of the 
home, and he became sick there. As 
he grew worse the father removed him 
from the home, taking him to his lodge. 
The rations for children who are in the 
home are not given to the parents but 
to the home. When Scraping Hide 
took away his son there was some trou- 
ble with regard to these rations, The 
Indians stated that Mr. Skynner, tho 
ratlon-distributer, refused to give 
Scraping Hide the extra rations, This 
fs denied by the department. The boy 
died, at all events, and the father was 
plunged into the usual frenzy of grief. 
He made up his mind to appease his 
spirit by the murder of a white man, 
He went to his tent and put on his war 
paint and loaded his rifle. He first call- 
ed at the house of a white man, one 

of the Government officials namea 
Wheatley, but found them all away 
from home. It is said that if any of 
the Wheatleys had been about he would 
have satisfied his vengeance there, but 
this {is mere surmise, From the 
‘Wheatley’s he went to Mr, Skynner's. 
Mr. Skynner himself opened the door 
and the Indian Instantly shot him dead. 
He fied across the prairies. The 
mounted police were notified of the oc- 
currence, and the murderer was pur- 
sued and shot» His tribesmen now say 
that he was insane,

A reporter, accompanied by an artist 
witnessed the new pre yesterday, 
and enjoyed the privilege of riding five 
miles on an engine which pulled a train 
of four ladle cars, each ladle car con- 
talning seventeen tons of molten metal. 
The four cars, cach bearing a gigantk 
ladle, not unlike a huge soup tureen in 
shape, but with a nozzle or spout on 
one side, are first carried Into an under- 
ground open tunnel and placed in pos!- 
tion directly under the mouths of four 
runners or grooves in the sand, througn 
which the molten metal from the fur- 
nace flows. Then the b'ast furnace js 
tapped and the flery, burning, molten 
mass of metal rushes in four stre 
through the runners, When It reaches 
thelr mouths it drops into the ladles 
below, sending out showers of sparks. 
As soon as the ladles are full the run- 
ners are dammed, with the exception of 
the main channel, which then con- 
ducts the surplus metal directly across 
the tunnel ov: st iron ridge. Into 
& pig bed, Here the old proc is used 
feg the surplus, But in the pig bed, 
where thirty-two men formerly work- 
ed, only six are now employed, The 
runners which conduct the metal to 
the ladles are sixty feet in length. 

As soon as the ladles were filled the 
train was coupled together and an en- 
gine backed It to the Nypano’s tracks, 
where one of that road’s engines w 
attached to the train, and the twenty- 
minute run to the South End was be- 
gun, 

The metal train, as may be supposed, 
has the right of way over all other 
trains.

On good soll one may expect to get a 
bushel from 18 or 20 plants, or from

Ottawa, Ont,, July 16.—This has been 
a day of trlumph for the Conservative 
party, a day upon which Mr, Foster 
has achieved one of the greatest of ora- 
torlcal success, His speech was called 
forth in reply to Mr. Laurier, whose 
motion, weak and colorless as it was, 
even Mr. McCarthy could not stomach 
There was a certain grace of diction 
about Mr, Laurier’s utterances, but the 
total lack of definiteness, the one thing 
above all others with which he has 
been charged on the school motion for 
the past two years was again apparent. 

The Liberals themselves profess to be 

highly pleased with the tone of Mr. 

Laurier’s speech, and yet ask any one 

in private what Mr, Laur! 's policy on 
the school question is, they cannot tell 
you. Mr, Foster seems to grow strong- 

e ras a debater each and the 
opinion In the lobbies of his effort to- 
night is that it was one of his best, It 
was a careful review of the whole 
school question, an able defence of 
Ministerial policy, and a mags of In- 
cisive criticism of the do-nothing policy 
of the Opposition, It will go on record 
as one of the best expositions of the 
Ministerial polley on the school question 
yet delivered. Mr, Laurier’s amend- 
ment was defeated on a yote of 114 to 
70, a majority of 44. Six French-Cana- 
dian Conservatives—Messrs, Jeannotte, 
Lepine, Dugas, Dupont, Turcotte and 
Belley—voted with Mr. Laurier. 

On motion to go into supply, Mr. 
Laurier sald he desired to call attention 
to recent Ministerial declarations on 
the school question. What was the 
point of difference which led Mr, An= 
gers to separate from his colleagues? 
Mr, Foster bad sald that there had 
simply been a misunderstanding. But 
if they looked at the explanations giy- 
en in the newspaper press, there was 
something more than a misunderstand- 
ing. It was clear there was mistrust 
among members of the Ministry, ©n 
this and every other question the Gov 
ernment had no mind of thelr own, 
ready to undo to-day what they had 
done yesterday. In his judgment, the 
Government were suffering from cer- 
ebral malformation, they were haunted 
by the demon of doubt and vacillation. 
The Government's polley was one of 
broken promises, broken engagements, 
conflicting determinations and retro- 
grade movements. He cited the Goy- 
ernment’s policy on the Insolvency bill, 
the space for cattle on ship board and 
the Hudson Bay Railway matter. On 
the Manitoba school question there had 
been vacillation Incarnate. The Reme- 
dial Order was passed ; Manitoba was 
commanded to restore Catholic schools, 
What happened? Manitoba refused to 
do anything, and the Government in- 
stead of implementing the order with 
the promised legislation, turned round 
and sald, “Let us negotiate.” The 
policy of conciliation, of wheh the 
Premier spoke the other day, would 
have been a grand thing at the outset, 
(Opposition cheers.) The policy of the 
Government should have been moder- 
ate in language and firm In action, In- 
stead of that, it had been bullying in 
language and weak tn execution, He 
was proceeding to quote Mr, Angers’ 
speech in the Senate, when Mr. Speaker

Toronto, July 16.—Last week was pub- 
lished a lengthy article detailing the ar- 
tival here of Frank Geyer, a detective 
cpnuceted with the Philadelphia police 
force, {n search of a clue as to the where 
‘bouts of two children named Etta An- 
nic Piterel, aged 18, and Nellie Pitezel, 
aged 11, the daughters of Benjamin Pite- 
rel of Philadelphia, Detective Geyer, who 
had just arrived from Detroit, was 6an- 
Guine that the two children had been 
brutally murdered ond their bodies con- 
cealed in this city by a man named H. 

Holmes, who is awaiting trial in 
Philadelphia on the self-confessed crime 
of defrauding the Fidelity Mutual In- 
surance Company of the Quaker City out 
of $10,000 by ‘substituting the body of 
a medical college “subject” for that of 
Benjamin F. Pitesel, the father of the 
two children, who were believed to have 
been done to death in Toronto, The 
paper publ’vbed the pictures of the two 
children and full details of the multi- 
farious crimes alleged to have been com- 
mitted by Holmes, who for 10 years past 
lias been earning a livelihood by swind- 
ling insurance companics. 

Aw the result of the publication 
these facts ‘the press, the bodie 
the two children wera yesterday disco’ 
ed buried in the cellar of a house at 16 
Vincewt-st,, rented by Holmes in Octo- 
ber last. The discovery of the bodies 
confirms the belicf entortained by the 
Philadelphia authorities, that Holmes 
not only murdered the two children, but 
also cremated in a house in Detroit 
the body of their brother, Howard Pite- 
ul, aged 9, and also killed Benjamin 
F. Piterel, the father of the three child- 
ren, and Annie and Mianie 
Williams, two women with whom he 
lived in Chicago. Mr. W. Ryve 
who resides at No. St. 
saw the pictures of the young 
girls and of Holmes in The World, and,as 
a result, on Saturday morning com- 
municated with the detective depart- 
ment, 

He stated that a man with two 
children, answering the description of 
Holmes and of the Piterel children, re- 
sided for a week last Ocrober at No. 16 
St. Vincenteatreet, the house immedi- 
ately adjoining his premises. 

Acting upon the information 
municated by Mr.Ryves, Detectives Geyer 
aud Cuddy yesterday morning paid a 
visit to the house, which is at present 
occupied by Mr. J. Armbrust, and is 
owned by Mrs, Nudel, wife of Mr. Frank 
M. Nudel, senior clerk of the education! 
department, Normal School, 

The house is a quaint Kittle two-story 
cottage, of an old and simple style of 
architecture, 

Under the kitchen is an excavation 
which serves for a cellar, about 10 fect 
aquare and not more than 5 fect in 
depth. A set of ateps, almost perendidu- 
lar, lead to it from an old-fashioned trap- 
door in the middle of the kitchen floor. 

The detectives did uot expect to find 
anything. They had already dug up 
two or three cellars in Bloor and other 
streets in scarch of the bodies, and 
thought that thie would likewise be a 
wild goose chase. They decided, how- 
ever, to proceed with the investigation. 
They observed a spot where the sandy

and set to work with a shovel inthe 
southwest end of the cellar,

with the speeches of Mr, MeCarthy and 
Sir Charlos Tupper. The leader of the 
Third Party rehearsed in great meas- 
ure his 5} » before the Privy Coun- 
cil last March, concluding. by moving 
his amendment, as already announced. 
Thé Minister of Justice made an effec- 
tive reply, showing that the Go 
ment, on its policy on the school que 
tlon, was acting purely from the con- 
stitutional standpoint, The debate will 
conclude to-morro' The close of to- 
day's sitting witnessed a lively spat 
between the two speakers of the day, 
Mr. McCarthy resenting the attack of 
the Minister of Justice upon him as 
the paid advocate of Manitoba. Sir 
Charles quoted from English preced- 
ents to show that his rebuke of Mr. 
McCarthy was justified, 

Mr, McCarthy moved to amend the 
clause designating the composition of 
the proposed Board of Customs. 

Mr. Lister took advantage of the 
motion to refer again to the claim of 
W. W. Ogilvie & Co,, for rebate of duty 
paid on corn, ground into meal. He 
wanted to know whether the Control- 
ler was aware that an affidavit by 
Ugilvie had been returned to him, also 
why the department had not extended 
its research into the affairs of Boyd, 
Ryrile & Campbell beyond a period of 
three years. 

Mr, Wallace replied that as a lawyer 
Mr. Lister should know that a debt 
could not be collected when more than 
six years due, that a penalty could 
only be collected as far as three years 
back. He added that he was certainly 
not aware that Ogilvie’s aMidavit had 
been retusned to him, At any rate it 
would be to his own detriment if the 
affidavit as to the facts on which he 
claimed rebate of duty were not In evi- 
dence in support of that claim. Deal- 
ing with the proposed amendment, he 
pointed out the inadequacy of the sys- 
tem suggested, Inasmuch as {it would 
only provide one judge in the appraise- 
ment of any article whose value for 
duty might be in dispute. 

After some further debate, in which 
Messrs. Laurier and O'Brien supported 
the amendment, a division was taken, 
resulting in the rejection of the amend- 
ment by 115 to 59. 

Discussion on affairs of the Customs 
Department was continued by Meisrs. 
Lister, Casey and Mulock. Mr, Lister 
was sharply called to order for using 
unparliamentary language. The bill 
was read a third time and passed. 

On motion to go into Supply, Mr. Mc- 
Carthy rose and sald he proposed to 
ask the House to discuss the school 
question on its merits. He commended 
the action of the Conservative party 
in regard to New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island School acts. On 
the Manitoba school question, how- 
ever, they had acted unwiscly and had 
Janded us in a condition of affairs 
which might lead to disintegration of 
the Government, and po bly to parties 
on both sides, The action of the Goy- 
ernment was calculated to raise Issues 
and feelings which everyone must re- 
gret to see aroused, He proceeded to 
recite the action of the Government on 
the school question since it first came 
within the purview of the Fedeial au- 
thorities. The Goyernor-in-Council had 
issumed to act judicially, and he stated 
emphatically that in this course the 
Government went wrong. He denied 
that the Goyernor-in-Councll was a 
judicial body, The matter came be- 
fore them as any other question for de- 
cision. They were at liberty to hear 
both sides, but because they chose to 
call on both sides it did not follow that 
they were acting judicially, If they 
were acting as judges then the Govern- 
ment would not be held responalble for 
any wrong conclusion. In that event, 
however, they would have to be free 
from political consideration. That they 
were not acting judicially was cvident 
from some remarks the Minister of 
Public Works {n February last made, 
that unless a certain course were 
lowed he must retire from the Goy 
ment, 

Mr, Foster: Does not the hon. gent- 
leman know that that has been denied? 

Mr. McCarthy proceeded to read from 
a speech of Mr. Ouimet’s, delivered at 
St H sInthe, to ow that this so- 
called judicial officer at a_ polit 
meeting before argument was hea 
had prejudiced the c 
whole course of procedure pointed to 
the fact that the Governor-in-Council 
was acting as a political body. It was 
Important to recollect this fact, as in 
his (McCarthy’s) section an effort was 
being made to make the people believe 
that the Governor-in-Council had sim- 
ply passed on to Manitoba an order of 
her Majesty. There was no such astate- 
ment made in Haldimand as was made 
in Vercheres or Antigonish. In the lat 
ter constituency Remedial Legislation 
had been definitely pledged, He be- 
Heved this trouble might have been pre- 

vented, the disruption which seemed 
to be impending might have been 
avolded, by a little firmness in the earl! 
er stages of the tion 

The Government was then controlled 
by an influence which was controlling 
it still, regardless of consequences, and 
to escape difficulties which had pre 
sented themselves they sald they would 
deal with this matter In such a

passage of a Remedial Bill. 

Evidently the Government existed 
only for the purpose of passing *Re- 
medial Legislation, Not for a moment 
did he believe that Manitoba would re- 
ede from the position she had taken,

He should have been on the scene in 
1870, when questions of the rights of 
minorities were discussed and ‘thor- 
oughly understood by the great men 
who were the fathers of Confederation. 
A few years ago Mr, McCarthy had ad- 
mitted that he would give Separate 
schools to the

Sir Charles H. Tupper sald he was 
surprised to witness such a deplorable 
exhibition of temper on Mr. McCarthy's 
part as that which the House had 
Just witnessed, What he had said in 
regard to Mr. McCarthy's attitude he 
was able to prove.

Holmes having disposed of the caxpse 
on the premises, then brought the sis- 
ters up to the house daj until the 
following Thursday, which day he killed 
them, aud having finished his dastardly 
work and shipped the trunk that had 
been the coffin of her boy to Mrs,Pitezel 
ot Burlington, Vt, In her house it was 
found by the Philadelphia detective. 0 

It may be, bowever, that the body of 
the boy is cremated at Detroit, as 
Detective Geyer believes, and the trunk 
sent to the louse «imply for the purpose 
of receiyiny the bodies of the murdered 
girls. Perhaps it was Holmes’ original 
intention to take them away and dump

believed to have bought it. 

In order to render the evidence against 
Holines complete, Mra.cPitezel will be 
sent for at Galva, Illinois, to identify the 
bodies on those of her two children.

Queer Denth of Thonias Foote, an Animal 
Impersonator, der Decidedly 
“Pecullar Circumstances.” 
Bainbridge, N.Y., July 16.—Thomas 
Foote, 22 years old, died to-day at his 
home, seven miles from Hancock, under 
pecullar circumstances.

The Racing Board's Litost tulletin. 
The C. W. A. Racing Board has been 
led to in more than one caso of dis 
wlification, and for a correct inte: pretation 
the novice term. The following has 
been added to the rules, as an interpretation 
in both cases : 
‘When a rider is disqualified for any 
reason, after winning first place in a race, 
the time classification, prize, and other re 
sponsibility of the first man will be assumed 
by the rider to finish second. 

“Tf a rid has won an unsanctioned 
track race at any time, he is not eligible to 
compete in a novice race. The only closed 
race that the board will re nize is a club 
race where the entries are limited to mem- 
bers, all other races where a prize is to be 
given will require a sanction, and the win- 
ner will be classified.” 

Riders are warned that the C. W. A., 
through its Racing Board, has jurisdiction 
over all cycle racing on the track in Canada, 
The erroneous idea prevails among those 
who are misinformed that the board en- 
forces it rules only against members of the 
as: tion.

The dissolution of 1857 has returned $ 
Whigs against 281 Vories ; that of 1859 
sent up 349 of the former and 307 of the 
latter, while the Parliament of 1865 clect- 
ed under Lord Palmerston’s “auspices, 
though he was never to sit in it, contained 
at the outset 359 Liberals against 299 Con- 
servatives,

the growing strength of a Radical section 
of the party, Karl Russel succeeded Pal- 
merston as Premier and Mr, Gladstone for

Tho demand for reform could no lon, 
be resisted, and Mr. Disraeli proved his 
capacity as a leader by settling the question 
for nearly twenty years ina House whore 
his regular party followers were in a mi- 
nority of 60, after deféating his opponents, 
proposals upon the same question. The 

Derby-Disraeli premiership, however, came 
to an end with the dissolution made neces- 
sary by the now reform bill. It was fought 
principally upon the question of the dises- 
tablishment of the Irish Church. The ro- 
sult was an oyerwhelming yictory for Mr. 
Gladstone, who obtained a majority of one 
hundred, 370 to 279, 

In 1873, however, that strong goyern- 
ment was defeated also upon an Irish qu 
tion—University education. Mr. Disraeli 
would not accept office, and the Goyern- 
ment lingered on until February, 1874, 
when just before Parliament was due to 
meet Mr, Gladstone surprised the country 
with a manifesto in which abolition of the 
Income tax was the most prominent feature, 
That election was a Waterloo for the Lib- 
erals, who came back with less than 300 sup- 
porters, and Mr, Disraeli held office until 
April, 1880, « period of 6 years, 67 daye, 
the longest in the reign except that ot 
Lord Palmerston in -1809-1865. During 
this Parliament the Irish party under 
Mr. Isaac Butt, and afterwards Mr, Par- 
nell, became a force, and when a dissolu- 
tion became ssary Lord Beaci 
field created astonishment by addy 
his manifesto tothe then Lord Lieuten- 
ant the Duke of Marlborough and stating 
that ‘Ireland was ina state of veiled re 
bellion.” 

The election was a surprise. Mr. Glad- 
stone swept the country, and obtained 
414 supporters against 238 Conservatiy 
Apart from the struggle between the Trish 
members and the Government, which 
gradually grew in intensity, this Parlia 
ment must be remembered for having made 
the most vital change in its own constitu- 
tion since that of 1832. Not only were all 
householders made yoters but lodgers also 
upon a very small qualification ; and a re- 
distribution of seats disfranchised many 
constituencies and created others, making 
tho number of members 670 against 652 
previously, 

Tt was the election of 1885 after these 
changes which marked an epoch in the 
history of Engtfsh parties ; the result was 
to return 334 members pledged to support 
Mr, Gladstone ; 260 sand 86 
meinbers pledged to ¢ support to 
whichever party would concede the meas- 
ure of Home Rule they demanded. 

‘Lhe eyents which led to the retirement 
of Lord Hartington, Mr, Chamberlain, 
Sir H. James, J. M. Goschen and some 80 
Liberals from the party are too recent to 
need comment here. The defeat of Mr. 
Gladstone's first Home Rule Bill in July 
caused « dissolution ; tho Parliament hay- 
ing only lasted 178 days; the shortest 
since that of Sir Robert Peel in 1834.

the Nudel cot » in St. Vincout-street, 
the Morgue yesterday, and identi- 
mains as those of her two child. 
rou. She did not sce Nollie’s body, but 
tho hair of Nollio and the teeth of Alice 
she positively identified. 

Quivering with fearful expectancy, Mra. 
Piterel was almost carried into the room. 
As she entered tho door, aud the weird 
scone met her gase, she shuddered and 
started backward, “Ob,” she said, In 
@ moment she was herself again, and 
stepped to the foot of the slab where the 
body of Alico Iay concealed beneath the 
covers. An sho caught sight of the 
entangled hair of her children lying at 
the feet of Alice her tears flowed freely, 

The sympathetic officers stood silent at 
the firet outburat, but when the weep- 
ing had subsided Detective Geyer pic 
up the plait of hair which fell from Nel- 
lies head when she was removed from 
tho grave in the Nudel cellar, 

"Oh, my God, that ja my Nellie’s hair!” 
said Mrs. Pitezel. 

“Yea, that fa Alico’a hair, too,’’ she 
said aa Detective Cuddy picked up tho 
entangled moss, 

This waa all that was wanted here,but 
the most trying ordeal was yet to come. 
Mrs. Pitexel was conducted to the head 
of the slab whore a cotton shroud bad 
been placed over the head of Alice, Thon 
followed a reproduction of that act in 
this drama of death which was enacted 
in the Philadelphia cemetery on a Sap- 
tember afternoon, when Alice Pitezel was 
led, trembling and fearful, to the covered 
corpeo, and looking through the reut in 
the newspaper, said “Yes, those are my 
papa’s teeth,” words which proved to be 
her death warrant, 

While Detectives Goyer and Cuddy eup- 
ported Mra, Piteze], Dr. Bingham careful- 
ly drew aside the shroud sufficiently to 
expose the tecth, At first glance the re- 
cognition wos complete and the atrick- 
eu woman uttered a ebrick, as the last 
proof of the awful fate of her children 
Was presented.to her, Tho sceuo was 
painful in the extreme, As no ono had 
poy desire to proloug it, the shroud was 
drawn back before the sound the 
shriek had died away, and the heart- 
broken mother was led from the place. 
As (sheoturned away, hor eyes wandered 
onguizingly, towards the slab» where Nel- 
lie’s form lay, but sho was not permitted 
to see it. She was escorted to the car- 
riage aud driven rapidly away to tho 
hotel. 

From tho lips of Mrs, Pitezel, the 
mother of the two murdered babes, the 
coroner's jury heard last night the story 
of Low Holmes suared her husband and 
thive of her little ones in their doom. 
The bereaved woman, who has been sub- 
jected to a suffering worse than death, 
by the Philadelphia monster, sat for an 
hotr and a half by the side of Coroner 
Johuéou, and told her story. in the list-

The Japanese have many nice qual- 
ities and some great onee. They are 
clean, they are polite, and apparently 
they are very gentle and very brave, 


They are sald to be exceedingly neat, 
too, and to be bountifully endowed 
with that sense of propriety, a defective 
development of which accounts for 
of the rubbish -in American 
Streets and most of the d reeable- 
ners of American street ir service, 
They certainly beat us in a good many 
things, and not unreasonably thelr ex- 
ample is held up to us sowadays for 
emulation. Intelligent foreigners who 
have observed us closely have declared 
that we are the rudest and the kindest 
people in the world, Of course it {s a 
pity that we are not more unty 
courteous; that our children are not de- 
mure and orderly like the Japan 
children; that we throw papers into 
the street and drop peanut shells and 
orange 1 on the floors of our public 
conyeyanc Of course it is a pity 
that we are not more like the Japan- 
ese Jn many particulars; but, for my 
part, I make bold to confess that Amer- 
ican manners with all their defects, ar 
better suited to my American tastes 
than Japan manners, with all their 
gentle perfection. 

American manners are not nearly as 
good as they should be, not nearly as 
good as one may hope they may 
come, but that Japanning would im- 
prove them {s not so certain as It looks 
at first sight, even if it did not involve 
a much greater amount of self-repres- 
sion (doubtle more apparent than 
actual) than the American temperament 
could endure or has any desire to attain 
to; The amelioration of our national 
demeanor must rather be sought in an 
increased and enlightened self-control 
joined to a strengthened self-respect. If 
we ever do become civilized it will be 
first at the heart and afterward at the

Fruit Fertilize 

The questions puzzling frult growers 
in all parts of the country where the 
soll has been worked to de. “What 
shall we use for fertilizers ?” The pro- 
fits of fruit growing in the future will 
depend largely upon how individual 
farmers solve this question, Undoub- 
tedly, to obtain large yields of fruit on 
most of our farm lands it Js necessary 
to fertilize the soils heavily, The cost 
of fertilizers must be reduced to the 
lowest minimum, or they will eat up 
the profits no matter how large the 
yield, Clover must be raised as a rota- 
tion to obtain nitrogen in the cheapest 
manner, and this is especially true of 
small fruits where the conditions of 
cultivation change the clover rapidly 
into available plant food, All of our 
fruit lands need large quantities of 
nitrogen, and we are obtaining this in 
an expensly way unless clover 15 
regularly raised in the orchard, Our 
apple, peach and pear orchards need 
cultivation, and after cultivation sow- 
ing to clover. The sheep turned on this 
clover will help to enrich the soll, and 
most of the nitrogen will be returned to 
the soil in their manure. The decay 
of many of our old orchards js due 
largely to the lack of cultivation and 
clover. 

Crimson clover is better In many re- 
spects than any other varieties for our 
orchards and fruit gardens, The seeds 
can be sown in midsummer after the 
fruits are gathered, and they will 
make quite a growth to be turned 
under by the following spring. It also 
Keeps the land free from weeds, and 
adds a great deal of nitrogen to the 
soll, It is a stolen crop, and one dous 
not have to wait long for it asin the 
case of the other clovers. Ashes and 
barnyard manure are necessary also 
for good fruit growing, As a rule we 
do not use enough ashes in orchards, 
Their value is great, and where they 
con be obtained cheaply they make the 
best investment possible. Buy all the 
ashes, all of the dissolved bones, fish, 
chum and potash that you can afford, 
and put them in the fruit orchard. 
Often these ingredients can be purchas- 
ed cheaper than eny of the commercial 
fertilizers. The latter are good, and 
will help any fruit orchard, but their 
expense makes it Impdssible for their 
free application. Peach orchards thrive 
best when manured liberally with bone, 
potash and nitrate of soda. The fruit 
is more highly covered and the trees 
more vigorous, Potash can be applied 
best in the ape of nuriate or kainit, 
If we use crimson clover more gener- 
ally on our fruit gardens and orchards 
and then supply as much of th min- 
eral elements 68 We can, we will have 
larger ylelds of frult and longer lived 
trees.—J. D, Morrow, In American Cul-

This windmill 
furnishes three horse power nd only 
costs a fe dollars. <A large pulley

A Camphor Fawine. 


The news that the price of camphor 
was advancing at the rate of a penny 
or two per pound every day, as the re- 
sult of the recent war between China 
and Japan, and that England and the 
Continent were threatened with some- 
thing like a camphor famine, has 
caused considerable alarm, That this 
should be so Is not surprising, seeing 
that camphor is an article of dally 
consumption, used as & medicine in 
dis s from the most vital form of 
Asiatic cholera to a mere cold in the 
head. Its value as a disinfectant Is 
thoroughly established, Beyond this, 
its use has helped to check the spread 
of Asiatic cholera, It has been tried 
in Naples by the famous Dr, Rubint, 
Whose testimony to the merits of cam- 
phor as a cure of cholera has never 
been disputed, In the great cholera 
epidemic of 1854 he administered cam- 
phor taken internally, to 400 cholera 
patients, everyone of whom recovered, 
Proctor, during the cholera epidemic 
in Liverpool in 1866, treated 123 cholera 
patients with camphor, and there were 
but three cases of relapse. The drug 
has Indeed even more beneficlent prop- 
ertles than the general public are aware 
of. A large dealer in the drug says tho 
present unprecedented demand for it 
is due to the fact that more camphor 
hasbeen sold for future delivery than 
is at the moment obtainable, and that 
the stock on hand does not exceed four 
or five thousand hundredweight. 

The greater portion of our camphor 
comes from China and Japan. Before 
the war it was cheap, but as soon as 
hostilities were begun the price went 
up. With the close of the war the man- 
ufacturers thought camphor had reich- 
ed its top price, and must vecede, so 
they did not increase their stocks. But 
it turned out that they were wrong, 
and those who delayed buying had to 
pay a higher figure for camphor, the 
prite of which, like that of everyMing 
else, is regulated by the relation of de- 
mand to supply. Camphor costs to- 
day from £7 to £8 per case of a hundred- 
welght; but a few years ago the price 
touched £9, and at a former period even 
reached £20, There !s no reason why the 
price should not advance beyond the 
very mod te figure it stands at now, 
which is not ex ive compared with 
what it was in former years, Camphor 
is dearer in China to-day than in Lon- 
don, a ¢ that costs £7 16s here being 
sold in China for £9, 

It would appear, therefore, that there 
is less camphor In England to-day than 
is ne ary to meet the requirements 
of the manufacturers; and when Contl- 
nental buyers begin to purchase heavily 
it is more likely that camphor may 
fetch £12 or perhaps even £14 a case. A 
good deal of camphor is held by a syn- 
dicate who will, it is understood, sell 
to manufacturers at a moderate price 
sufficient camphor to carry on thelr 
business. But speculators who have 
sold camphor they did not have and 
could not now obtain, will suffer,—st.

You see from the first passage 

I read that there is a sin against 
Holy Ghost for which a man is never 
pardoned. Once haying committed it, 
he is bound hand and foot for the dun- 
geons of despair. Sermons may be 
preached to him, songs may be sung 
to him, prayers may be offered in his 
behalf, but all to no purpose, He is a 
captive for this world and a captive 
for the world to come, Do you suppose 
that there Is any one here who has 
committed that sin? All sins are 
against the Holy Ghost, but my text 
speaks of one especially, It is very 
clear to my own mind that the sin 
against the Holy Ghost was the ascrib- 
ing of the works of the Spirit to the 
agency of the devil In time of the apos- 
tles, Indeed the Bible distinctly tells 
Us that. In other words, if a man had 
sight given to him, or if another was 
raised from the dead, and some on 
standing there should say; ‘This man 
got his sight by satanic power, The 
Holy Spirit did not do this, Beelzebub 
accomplished it,” or, “This man raised 
from the dead was raised by satanic 
influence," the man who sald that drop- 
ped down under the curse of the text 
and had committed the fatal sin against 
the Holy Ghost, 

Now, I do not think it is possible in 
this day to commit that sin, J think 
it was possible only in apostolic times. 
But it is a yery terrible thing ever to 
say anything against the Holy Ghost, 
and it is a marked fact that our race 
has been marvelously kept back from 
that profanity, You hear a man swear 
by the name of the Eternal God and 
by the, name of Jesus Christ, but 
you never heard a man swear by the 
name of the Holy Ghost, There are 
those here to-day who fear they are 
gullty of the unparmionable sin. Have 
you such anxiety? Then I have to tell 
you positively that you have not com- 
mitted that sin, because the very anx- 
fety is a result of the movement of the 
gracious spirit, and your anxiety is 
proof positive, as certainly as anything 
that can be demonstrated in mathe- | 
matics, that you have not committed 
the sin that I have been speaking of. I 
can look off upon this audience and feel 
that there fs salvation forall. It is not 
like when they put out with those life- 
boats from the Loch Earn for the Ville 
du Havre. They knew there was not 
room for all the passengers, but they 
were going to do as well as they could, 
But to-day we man the lifeboat of the 
gospel, and we cry out over the 
“Room for all!’ Oh, that the Lord 
Jesus Christ would, this hour, bring you 
all out of the flood of sin and plant 
you on the deck of the glorious old gos- 
pel craft ! 

But while I have sald Ido not think 
it is possible for us to commit the par- 
ticular sin spoken of in the first text, 
I have by reason of the second text to 
call your attention to the fact that , 
there are sins which, though they may 
be pardoned, are In some respects irre- 
vocable, and you can find no place for 
repentance, though you seek it care- 
fully with tears, Esau had a birth- 
right given him. In olden times it 
meant not only temporal but spiritual 
blessing. One day Esau took this birth- 
right and traded it for something to 
eat. Oh, the folly! But let us not be 
too severe upon him, for some of us 
have committed the same folly, After 
he had mede the trade he wanted to 
get it back, Just as though you, to- 
morrow morning, should take all your 
notes and bonds and government 
curitles and should go into a restaur-

Two Men Charg-d With “Doing” a 
Frenchman on a G . R. Train.

A Fronchinan named F 
Campbelltown, N. 1 been in Mich- 
igan working in the shanties for some time 
and was on his way home on Saturday 
when he fell in with two strangers when 
near this city on the train that reaches 
here at 1 p. m. Bishop claims the two 
men flim-flammed him out of $78 and his 
story is yenerally credited, 

Theo alleged gan was worked in this 
wise. One of the strangers, a small dark 
complexioned man about thirty-five years 
of pproached the Frenchman and 
told him that be wished to send $70 home, 




















but that his money was all all bills, 
He asked the Frenchman if he could 
accommodate him with large bills, in ex- 






change for small ones. 

‘well heeled,’ promptly 
containing $119 and counted off $70 in 
ten dollar “bills. The alleged sharper 
handed him the equivalent in one dollar 
bills, but upon counting them the French- 
man found that it was $1 short and he 
told his new acquaintance so. The slick 
man took back the’ $69 with 
the ostensible purpose of recounting 
it, and hastily left the train, which was 
then leaving the Belleville station, in com- 
pany with another man. Bishop was dumb- 
founded for a moment, but he quickly 
recovered himself and jumped from the 
now fast moving train. He fell and cut 
his leg and tore his trousers, but he soon 
found Mr. Gunn, the local agent of the G, 
T. R., and told his story. In the meantime 
the two clevermen had taken a bus tor 
down town. One of them got out at the 
Anglo American Hotel, where he appeared 
inahurry. He hastily ate a plate of soup 
and then asked for a room, where he 
changed his clothes. He gaye the bus 
driver to understand that he did not know 
the other man, who drove directly to the 
wharf, They afterwards left together on 
the Ella Ross for Deseronto. 

Mr. Gunn communicated with Chief of 
Police Newton, who advised Bishop to go 
on by train to Deseronto, and see Chief 
Gunyon, and if the men were not there to 
go at once to Picton, where they would be 
altogether likely to go. The Chief had 
telephoned Chief Gunyou at Deseronto but 
could not get him. Bishop took the 
Chief's advice and went to Deseronto, but 
tho men were not there and he and Chiof 
Gunyou drove to Picton, where the two 
mon were captured just as they were 
boarding the North King for down the 
river, One of the men had shaved since 
Bishop had met them and they had both 

ir clothes, evidently with a 
view of destroying chances of detection. 

The two men were brought to the city 
this morning and taken before Magistrate 
Flint, whon they gave their names as B, 
Gillard and G. ©, Gordon. The latter 
said the name given was not his right 
name, but he did not wish his family to 
know that he was in trouble. ‘They plead- 
od ‘not guilty” to the charge of taking 
the Frenchman's money. ‘They were de- 
fended by W. P, MceMabon, who asked for 
a remand till Frida, County Crown At- 
torney Anderson prosecuted and the re- 
mand was granted, 

Gordon, the man who it is alleged play- 
cd tho gamo, is a sharp looking well 
dressed man, with dark complexion and 
smull in size, Elis alleged confederate is a 
handsome man, and looks not unlike Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper. Gordon is much 
broken up, but the other man seems quit 
complacent.

» place he pointed out, quoting the well- 
known passage from Mongredien’s History 
of the Free Trade Movement in England,

___ the country was flourishing under protec- 
tion. Tn the next place he took up Cob- 
don’s prophecy that in ten years after 
England should adopt free trade every 
other nation under the sun would follow 
suit, and he pointed out in detail how in- 
stead of that being the caso, all the othor 
nations of the world had increased their 
protective tariffs, And inthe third place 
ho proceeded to show that while all the 
other nations of the world had decided 
+ emphatically against free trade, England 
__~ horself was on the point of reconsidering 
tS the wisdom or want of wisdom of free 
= trade and looking towards the adoption of 
__ protective measures, On this last point 
Dr. Montague suid ; : 

_ ‘My hon. friend smiled when I said 
that the Parliament of England had taken 
this matter into their own hands, Let mo 
re-state the principle which I declared was 
tho principle of absolute free trade, name- 
ly, that the=cheaper the people’ can buy 
the manufactured product, the better for 
tho people.

Gas Meters. 

‘*Men may comeand men may go, but 
gas moters go on forever,” has come to be 
# common expression among gas consum- 
ors, but the saying is not borne out by the 
te A reporter dropped into the oftice 
of the Inspector of Weights and Measures 
yesterday afternoon and found Mr. John- 
son inspecting a meter which has been 
used for some time by one of the biggest 
consumers on Front st. At a one foot 
pressure the meter ouly registered one foot 
in six that passed through it, while ata 
three foot paces it would not register at 
all. Mr. Johnson explained to the roport- 
er the reasons for this irregularity in what 
should be « perfect machine. The 
diaphragms on the inside of the meter had 
become rotted by the moisture from the 
cellar in which it had been located. 
Meters should be kept in a dry _ place, 
The gas now being manufactured by the 
Gas Co., Mr. Johnson says, is much more 
injurious to tho interior economy of meters 
than that made with coal. It corrodes the 
pinions and destroys the oil on the 
diaphragins. Speaking of gas moters in 
general the Inspector sgys they are as a 
rule slow.

Mr. Isaac Armbrust, tenant of the 
now celebrated St, Vincent-street cot- 
tage, said he was present when the 
bodies were taken from the cellar. 
He had noticed a very disagreeable 
odor emanating from the cellar some 
time before the bodies were discovered. 
A small piece of material, apparently a 
portion of what had been a Iight-col- 
ored walst and a scarlet hair string, 
Were produced, The latter, which fs a 
piece of narrow ribbon, was knotted 
as though it had been pulled ffom the 
end of a plait of hair, Mr, Armbrust 
said he had found them a day or two 
4g0 clinging to a plece of board which 
had been taken from the cellar. The 
find ts a fortunate one, as it furnishes 
nother proof of positive identif- 
cation of the bodies as those of Etta 
Alice and Nelle Pitezel, 

Mr. Armbrust also told of the dis- 
covery in different parts of the house 
of fragments of clothing, interwoven 
with straw, and partially burned, sup- 
posed to be remnants of the clothing 
of the murdered girls which Holmes 
hud endeavored to dispose of by burn- 
ing. One pair of girl's button boots, 
and one odd boot, were found in the 
wood-box.

The Powerful, Sisicr (o the Terrible, 
Launched Yesterday 

London, July 26.—The first-class cruls- 
er Powerful, sister ship to the Terrible, 
Was launched at Barrow to-day. She 
Is far larger than any crui: hitherto 
bullt by any naval power. 

She is bullt of steel and copper- 
sheathed ; her displacement is 14,200 
tons, and her indicated horse-power 
000. Her length Is 500 feet, her beam 71 
feet, and her draught 27 feet. Her con- 
tract requirement for speed is 22 knots, 
find she has coal capacity in her bunk- 
ers for $000 tons. 

She will carry two 10-inch guns, 12 
6-Inch quick-firing guns, 16 12-pounder

Wo ure the heirs 
of those who bled and burned to n free 
dom from its tyranny, and we are determin 
ed that, bleed or burn, we shall never again 
be brought ander that tyranny. We take 
the ground that no one has aright to force 
his religion on us by law, and we are de 
‘termined that no one shall. Such being 
ouruttitade towards the Roman Church 
and all other charches and faiths whatso 
‘yer, We Strangely find ourselves bound to 

rotect the liberties of the most crroncous 
faith as muchas we protect the libertics 
of our own, which we n sarily regard as 
the most benign that ever blessed mankind. 
Ttisfor this reason that we hayo alway 
been ranged agninst state churchism, and 
resentevery remnant of it asan infringe 
mentof men’s inalienable liberties. 

In speaking thus on the chureh question 
we speak forall the Protestants of Canada, 
but what has it todo with the school ques 
tion? Just this, that in less degree the in 
dividual's right to think for himself and for 
his family is touched by a state school sys 
tem. So long, indeed, as a munity 
agreed as to iow the children shall be 
taught there is no clash; people have what 
they want, or at least as good as they think 
they can get, and noone revolts.” But it 
becomes quiten diferent thing when an 
important section of a community objects.

Celery Culture, 

Celery grows naturally in splendid 
condition on the black muck of 
meadows or bottom lands around Ke 
mazoo, Mich,, and it Is this richness of 
soll that developed a great indus- 
try. The soll is the result of decayed 
vegetation that has been accumulated 
there for ages, and In appearance and 
analysis it does not differ much from 
ordinary swamp muck, This, when pro- 
perly worked and moistened and pre- 
pared for the celery, gives the remark- 
able results that are so well known. 
‘The growers are mostly Hollanders and 
their descendants, sturdy, hard-work- 
ing farmers, and they have settled on 
thelr small holdings ror a life time, 
Every square foot of soll Is used by 
them, and four plantings are made in 
one season, So that the land Is kept 
pretty well occupied. Everything is 
celery, and very few other crops even 
for home use are raised. The farmers 
attend very little to the business end 
of their work. The middle men gen- 
erally contract for the whole crop each 
season, and the growers receive thelr 

y whether the market prices are 
good or not, The only thing that makes 
them lose is a poor crop, and this rare- 
ly occurs, so careful are they in their 
cultivation. Most of the celery bot- 
toms are divided into five and ten-acre 
holdings, and with such a small farm 
each man keeps his crop under com- 
plete control. Severe droughts are 
avoided by irrigation and watering, 
and early or late cold spells of unusual 
severity can be kept from injuring the 
celery, Although the soll is naturally 
arich, black muck, the farmers fertl- 
lize every crop lberally. The manure 
is obtained chiefly from the stables of 
the city, and this {s spread freely over 
the land and into the trenches every 
season. The bunches of celery are 
packed fn wooden bo: and sent to 
all parts of the countr:
